Moving the adoption of the estimate, Mr, Martin O’Sulli-

Estimates Committee, said that the 
amount to be raised was over £2,000,000. 


The collection of 


rates in the financial year just ended had amounted to 97 per 


cent, 


Mr. O'Sullivan said that the recom- 
mendations of each of the three City 
Managers since 1930 had been accepted 
almost in toto by the Council. Com- 
paring the new rate with that struck 
by the Corporation in 1931-32, the first 
atter the Corporation had replaced the 
Commissioner, Mr, O’Sullivan said that 
the amount to be raised in that 
year was £1,286,447, whereas the 
amount to be raised this year is 
42,042,372, an increase of £755,925. 
The rateable valuation had increased 
in the same period by £330,000 to 
£2,185,000. The rate for 1931-32 was 
16s. 7d. and the new rate wag 20s. 6d. 
The increased valuation would yield 
£273,625, which was only £58,294, 
equivalent, to a rate of 7d. less than 
the increase in the services controlled 
by the Corporation. Thus, of the in- 
crease of ós. l1ld. since 1931-32, only 
7d. could be laid at the door of the 
Corporation, and this 7d. could be 
debited to the employment of 1,000 
men on relief schemes.

ONE MAN RESCUED 


Rescue teams were last night 
making desperate efforts to reach the 
scene of heavy. falls of roof in the 
Barnborough Main Colliery,’ South 
Yorks, where it is believed that from 
20 to 25 men were trapped. Earth 
tremors were felt over a wide area, 
and many relations and friends of 
those working in the colliery rushed 
to the nit head. 

The fal: occurred at about 6 o'clock, 
but up till. midnight none of the 
trapped men had been brought to the 
surface. Doctors, nurses and ambu- 
lances were all at the pithead within a 
short time of the fall. 

On man had been got out safely. 
Seventeen men were trapped, it was 
learned later. Rescue parties at 2 a.m. 
had made no contact with the men. 
The man who scrambled clear was 
Matthew Fairhurst (42), of Whitworth 
Buildings, Turnscoe, who was treated 
at Mexborough Hospital for severe 
lacerations and abrasions, but was not 
detained... All he was able to say about 
the accident was that there had been 
a huge fall and that he was just able 
to get away. 

It is understood that. the rescuers 
were not able to approach nearer than 
300 yards. of the place where the men 
were known to be working. The shock

The orders were that all crews were 
to attack within an hour, and within 
that hour, from. about two ‘o’elock 
onwards, fires had raged across the port 
and burnt fiercely in the Heinkel works.

Many crews pressed 
home the attack from a low level, and 
those who bombed from a greater height 
saw bombers far below them, looking 
almost as though hey were flying 
between the flames. Very heavy high 
explosive bombs were seen to do great 
destruction and to spread the fires. as 
well.” ' 

Big forces of Royal Air Force 'planes 
swept over the English Channel again 
yesterday: to continue the daylight 
offensive. Flying. very high, the 
machines went out in the late after- 
noon, and disappeared over the coast 
in a south-easterly direction. Two 
reasons are given authoritatively for 
these fighter sweeps. They are, says 
the British Ministry of Information :— 
(1) To force the ea to keep at 
least half their strength in the west. 
(2) “.To bring this half to battle and 
destruction; to compel it to operate 
incessantly beyond endurance.”’ 

Earlier in the afternoon a small force 
of bombers, with a strong escort of 
fighters, attacked targets at Flushing. 


BOMBS ON BRITAIN 
Three fire watchers,’ including a' 
father and a son, were among five 
ersons. killed by bombs in a th- 
West England town on ‘Thursday 
night. ther fire: watchers were 
knocked down when a bomb fell near 
them, but, within a few moments, 
they were extricating seven evacuee 
children, unhurt, from a damaged 
house, When they sought the woman 
owner of the shop outside which they 
had been watching, the place where 
she had stood was a pile of débris, 
beneath which:she was buried. Bombs 
were dropped at several places.

There was only a small number of 
raiders, which, said the communiqué, 
flew mainly near the coast.. Two of 
them were destroyed. 

Bombs from two breaktast-time 
attacks by Messerschmitt 1003 caused 
a good deal of damage to working- 
class homes at a South-East England 
coast town. Several persons, including 
women and children, were injured. A 
man was killed when going to work, 
and’ the body of another was recovered 
from a wrecked house. 

Two raiding ‘planes flew inshore 
over a South-East coast town late yes- 
terday afternoon and dropped bombs 
without causing casualties or damage.

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), who prose- 
cuted, said that the aceused men took 
part in a parade to Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, and were observed to pass what 
appeared to be revolvers from one to 
the other at the graveyard. On their 
way down Finglas road. towards the 
city they were followed by Detective 
Guards, who arrested Nathan at the 
corner of De Courcey square. Mangan 
ran out on to the road and produced a 
revolver, which he pointed at the Guards. 
Behan, coming up behind, shouted 
to him: “Use it, use it!” When 
this had no effect he shouted: ‘‘ Give 
it to ma and | will shoot the bastards.” 
Mangan then threw the gun to Behan, 
who ran down de Courcy square, firing 
two shots at Guard Hanrahan. ‘The 
Guards fired some shots towards Behan, 
who made his escaje firing another 
shot before he did so. Nathan had a 
revolve: When searched, and Buckley, 
who was arrested with him, had six. 
rounds of ammunition. Má 

Behan was seen ov the night i 
April 9 by Guards in Parnell square, 
and drew a =-revolver as they 
approached him He got away, as the 
Guards could not use their guns owing 
to a number of children on the road- 
way. He was caught, unarmed, the 
following night in Blessington street 
and arrested. 

Evidence was given by the various 
Detect:ve viuards tc confirm the case 
for the prosecution and to prove that 
incrim'nating documents were “found 
in the possession of three of the men. 


OTHER SENTENCES 

The President asked Buckley's 
mother, who was present in Court, it 
she had any influence over her son; 
aged 17, or did she went to see him 
go t prison. She replied: “I'll let 
him speak for himself.” 

Behan was found guilty of the 
charges preferred against him, and 
sentenced as already stated. Mangan 
was found guilty of possession of a 
loaded revolver with intent to enable 
another person to endanger life, mem- 
bership of an unlawful organisation, 
and ion of -ammonition, - and 
sentenced to three years’ pens servi- 
tude; Nathan was found guilty of 
possession of firearms with intent to 
endanger life, .cembership of an un- 
lawful organisation and possession of 
incriminating documents, and sentenced 
to seven years’ penal servitude. A 
sentence of eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment, not to Fe enforced if he entered 
into recognisances of £90 to keep the 
peace and be cf good hehaviour “for 
two years, was imposed on Buckley on 
the proved cha ges of possession of 
ammunition, nembership of an unlaw- 
ful organisation, and possession of in- 
criminating documents.
